There is little about the old and new 
style of football that Knute Rockne 
of Notre Dame and Howard Jones of 
Southern California do not know. Each 
was a skilled player as an under- 
graduate. Neither has overlooked an 
opportunity to improve the work of a 
player by giving him a personal dem- 
onstration in how to block, charge, or 
tackle. 
’ Won Title for Iowa. 

Jones learned his football at Tale 
and afterward coached at Syracuse 
and Iowa. During his régime at Iowa 
the Hawks won their first champion-

developed Aubrey Devine and Gordon 
Locke, two of the greatest players 
who ever wore Iowa colors.

Believes in Passing Attack. 

Jones also develops codrdination be- 
tween line and back fleld.

given spot in the line at a certain time. 
In the successful execution of these 
plays cross blocking by the linemen 
is essential, as the opening can be 
made and held for only a fraction of 
a second. ‘ 

The Trojan forward pass attack is 
well timed.and executed. In most 
cases Jones depends upon his receivers 


to outrun the defensive players’ to line 


the ball. In other words, the oval is 
hurled to a certain spot and the re- 
ceiver is expected to get there. These 
passes usually are protected by one or 
two players in case of interception.

A rivalry against which the three 
R's can offer scant defense is the 
pinch of poverty which daily prevents 
hundreds of schoòl children in Chicago 
from attending their lessons because 
they lack clothing, shoes, or stockings. 

Setting themselves the task of find- 
ing a solution to this problem, a num- 
ber of Chicago women and many school 
teachers have banded together under 
the name of the School Children’s Aid 
Each year for a number of 
years the organization has been active 
at Thanksgiving time conducting a 


campaign in the schools and among 
their friends for clothing and shoes 
and money with which to purchase 


these necessities. 


No salaries are paid the workers. 
No rents are paid. 
paid. In fact, there is no expense 
whatever connected with the collec- 
tion and distribution of these much 
needed articles. A room in the Dante 
school is provided by the school board 
tor housing the garments, and a truck 
is furnished by the board with which 
to deliver them. 

Miss Harriet Winship, head assist- 
ant at the Avalon Park school, de- 
clares the collections never are large 
enough to meet the need. Many per- 
sons who would be glad to help, she 
feels, are not informed about this 
philanthropy, otherwise the workers 
would not have to expend so much 


energy for such a small return. 


Donations of clothing or of cash 
may be turned in at the Dante school, 
or any public school. The collections 
will be made in all schools during the 


next three days.
